Some of the Seeret History of the Strange Conduct of 
the American Ministers. 

New York, November 30.—Everybody is asking 
what the government is going to do in regard to the 
Chilian-Peru imbroglio. General Kilpatrick and 
General Hurlbut have sueceeded in kicking upcon- 
siderable of a bobbery. Each has espoused the 
cause of the republic to witich he was accredited: 
Kilpatrick has become a thorough Chilian and 
Huributa sanguiaary Peruvian. A member of the 
government at Washington, now in this city, says 
that Secretary Blaine has forwarded what is vir 
tually a reproof to each of the belligerent 
ambassadors, which, if they are as sensitive as they 
ought to be, will be eonsidered in the light of a re- 
ealt. if Kilpatrick skould come home it would be 
rather embarrassing to the half dozen politicians in 
New Jersey who clibbed together to get him ap- 
pointed by General Grant, s» as to get him ont of 
the path of their ambition. Kilpatrick is bright, 
sharp and enterprising, and if he comes home he 
may wantto be governor, or perhaps to go to the 


senate, and then somebody else will have to stay ut * 


home. This possibility causes anxiety. 

It is seindalous that two diplomatists, sent 
out only on mission pacific, should fall to fighting 
about questions that don’t concern us in the least. 
The instructions to Kilpatrick and Harlbut were 
identical in spirit and similar in language, and 
they could not so far have overstepped the bounds 
of propriety if they had not become thorough per- 
tisans, and quarrelsome ones as that. 

The World's Washington correspondent claims to 
have information regarding the matter. He tele- 
graphed as follows this morning: ‘I have good 
renson to believe that the president and secretary 
of state wre entirely agreed as to the importance of 
the issue forced upon this country by the Chilian 
seizure of the p/*esident of Peru, and thatsteps wi!) 
be immediately taken to meet this issue in a proper 
and dignitied manner. The government has no 
official reason to believe that the letter published 
in Chili and in the.

All that is positively known here as tothe recent 
eourse of General Kilpatrick is that on the Ist of 
November last he had been lying seriously ill ior 
six Weeks at Santiago. It is thought very 
Strange that in stich condition he should 
have risked his life he is made in the 
published letter to say) by composing an eleborate 
reply to questions Which it was not at all within his 
duty asa minister either to receive from the Chil- 
ian foreign minister or to reply to. The tenor 0! 
the letter attributed to him is so widely at variance 
both with the proprieties of official life aud with 
thre spirit of the instructions given to General h L 
patrick when he left the United States early last 
summer that persons in authority here hesitate 
to believe the letter to be genuine. This hesi 
tation is strengthened by the singular fac 
that until within the last week it has 
been impossible for the department to ge 
replies over the cable from its representatives in 
Peru, all messages to and from that country pas.- 
ing through Chili and under Chilian supervision. 
The department will take effectual steps to ascer- 
tain how this has happened, and to probe this 
whole business to the bottom. It fs not heliever, 
t/day that any considerable portion of th 
American people are of a different opinion as to thg 
rnles which ‘should prevail among enlightened 
nations;’ and it may be taken for certain that the 
present administration wffl not recede from this 
position either through fear of the ‘Chilian iron- 
elads’ or to accbmmodate. an English guano and 
nitrate monopoly.” 

The sensational dispatches, touching an alleged 
guano lobby, organized in Washington, to protect a 
claim of $1,006,000,000 made by certain Americans, 
bothin Chiliand Peru, have excited a good dea! 
ofamusement here. They are simply a rehash oi 
the details of the well-known Landreau and Coche' 
claim which has been urged on suceessive Ameri- 
van ministers in Pern and cabinets at Washington 
fora quarter of a century past.» The elaims origi- 
nated witha French naturalized citizen of the 
United States, who seemsto have inherited them 
from the Freneh discoverer of the nitrate and gu 
ano deposits of Pern many years ago 

Another explanation of the imbroglio is a version 
which has not yet got intothe papers. It is alleged 
by a man whois competent to know the facts, that 
a syndicate to buy Pern exists in this city, and that 
Hurlbut isa member of it, and that he had secret 
instructions from the secretary of state in its in~ 
terest. Itsounds like an incredible yarn, but it 
comes from a well-informed and reputable at: 
thority. 

Mrs. Kilpatrick is a niece of the archbishop of 
Chili, and a lady of high social and political poesi- 
tion. Sheis well known and much liked in New 
Jersey and Washington, where she resided afte: 
Kiipatrick’s resignation and before his reayppoint- 
ment by President Gartield. He has been confined 
to his bed with fever for some weeks now, and his 
best friends here vindicate him by suggesting the 
theory thet his wife’s family wrote the secret dis 
patches,

“When [ was in Santiago two months ago, there 
was only one opinion.

Butno less important than cheap 
mouey is popular education, not simply of the 
schools,but through newspapers and books, through 
business experience and contact with the outside 
world.
